Living With AIDS

Within an hour of this writing I heard 
of a young vibrant man who has recently 
been diagnosed with AIDS. His gift to 
those who have known him is his warmth 
and concern for others. His message to 
those who are hearing of his illness is 
that they not begin grieving, but be 
reassured that he is doing well and is 
living with AIDS. 

It is with this spirit that a vigil be 
be held the weekend of September 5-7. 

In January of this year, Rev. David 
Farrell of MCC San Diego and his congre- 
gation led a 50-hour Vigil of Prayer 
against the disease AIDS. From that 
event came an idea and now the reality 
of a similar event in all 265-plus churches 
of the Universal Fellowship of Metropolitan 
Community Church in this country and 
abroad. 

There are human service and education 
organizations active in every city, large 
and small. They are a wonderful expression 
of action during this crisis. Men and 
women are joining together as a response 
‘to the needs of all those affected by 
this illness. As a community we have 
discovered how to combine caring, 
administration and networking. 

The Vigil of Prayer is an extension 
of the commitment to these works. We 
have a saying in our Fellowship that states 
God is greater than AIDS. The 50 hours 


will be an opportunity for people of all 
faiths to express their stress, grief, 
and concerns. During any part of the 
weekend, anyone who has been affected—- 
parer. 8, loved ones, friends, neighbors, 
and co-workers—-are invited to find 
comfort and hope. 

This is not an isolated project of 
MCC Lehigh Valley. To this date there 
are commitments from 15 clergypersons 
from the Valley who will be participating. 
The weekend's activities will be held-in 
John's Evangelical Lutheran Church at 
5th and Walnut, Allentown. The events 
include Friday (7:30 p.m.), Saturday 
and Sunday (7:30 p.m.) worship services. 
The services are being presided over by 
a variety of church disciplines. We are 
also invited to attend the regular Sunday 
worship services at St. John's. In the 
hours between these services the church 
will be open (around the clock) with people 
in attendance for those who would like 
to stop for personal mediation.
